Romney Splits From Ryan Budget 


Candidate tells voters 
that running mate’s 
outline won’t be his 


High Point, N.C. 

In Paul Ryan’s high-energy debut as 
Republican vice presidential candi- 
date, Mitt Romney’s campaign made 
one thing clear: Romney’s ideas rule, 
not his running mate’s. 

Romney put gentle but unmis- 
takable distance between his agen- 
da and Ryan’s hot-potato budget pro- 
posals on Sunday as the new team 
soaked up excitement from parti- 
sans in North Carolina and Ryan’s 
home state of Wisconsin. But Dem- 
ocrats weren’t about to let them off 
that hook. 

Romney walked a careful line as 
he campaigned with Ryan by his side 
in North Carolina. Romney singled 
out Ryan’s work “to make sure we 
can save Medicare.” But the presiden- 
tial candidate never said whether he 
embraced that plan himself 

Romney and Ryan, in their first 
joint television interview Sunday, 
were clearly mindful that some of 
Ryan’s proposals don’t sit well with 
key constituencies, among them 
seniors in such critical states as Flor- 
ida and Ohio. Each man sought to 
reassure older voters they wouldn’t 
take away their benefits, with Ryan 
saying his mother was “a Medicare

Obama Weighs In 

President Obama, attending fundraisers Sunday in 
Chicago, tagged Ryan as the “ideological leader" 
of the Republican Party. “He is an articulate 
spokesman for Gov. Romney’s vision, but it is a 
vision that I fundamentally disagree with," Obama 
said in his first public comments about Ryan’s 
selection. Earlier, Obama campaign adviser 
David Axelrod deemed Ryan’s budget “the Ryan- 
Romney plan." Meanwhile, the campaign arm of 
the House Democrats was urging its lawmakers to 
call Ryan’s budget plan — not the man himself - 
Romney’s new “running mate." (ap)

Hundreds of people who gath- 
ered at a Sikh temple in suburban 
Milwaukee spoke of redemption, 
unity and strength during the first 
Sunday service there since a gun- 
man killed six people before fatal- 
ly shooting himself.

Then they sat 
on the floor — women on the left,

Temple officials unveiled a simple 
but powerful memorial to the vic- 
tims. While leaders had repaired 
most of the damage to the temple, 
they left one dime-sized bullet 
hole unrepaired. Beneath it they in- 
stalled a small gold plate engraved 
with “We Are One.

Residents of the zone in northwest- 
ern Iran hit by powerful twin earth- 
quakes described moments of ter- 
ror and panic with birds crowing 
loudly in warning seconds before 
the ground shook. As the death toll 
rose Sunday to about 250, rescu- 
ers called off the hunt for survi- 
vors and focused on caring for the 

16.000 people left homeless. 

At least 20 villages were 
destroyed in the quakes Saturday 
that were followed by some 36 
aftershocks, state television report- 
ed. Ahmad Reza Shajiei, a govern- 
ment official in charge of rescue 
operations, said more than 5,000 
tents have been set up. 

“It was like a snake biting from 
underground. It was the worst 
experience of my life,” said resident 
Morteza Javid, 47, from Ahar. “It 
took about a minute before I could 
run out of the house.” 

State television said at least 250 
died. The semiofficial Mehr news 
agency quoted a local official who 
put the toll at 277. State TV said 

44.000 food packages and thou- 
sands of blankets have been dis- 


Aid Offers Rejected 

In Washington, White House press 
secretary Jay Carney sent a mes- 
sage of sympathy forthe Iranians 
affected by Saturday’s earthquakes. 
“We stand ready to offer assistance 
in this difficult time," the statement 
said, even though the U.S. and Iran 
are locked in a bitter fight over Teh- 
ran’s disputed nuclear program. The 
U.N. also issued a message of sym- 
pathy and offered aid. But Interior 
Minister Mostafa Mohammad Najjar 
said Iran doesn’t need outside help

The U.S. Geological Survey 
reported that Saturday’s first quake 
was magnitude 6.4 and struck 35 
miles northeast of the city of Tabriz. 
The second quake was a magnitude 
6.3 and struck 11 minutes later, the 
USGS reported. Its epicenter was 
30 miles northeast of Tabriz. 

The quakes hit the towns of 
Ahar, Haris and Varzaqan in East 
Azerbaijan province, state televi- 
sion reported. In addition to 20 
villages destroyed, more than 130 
others sustained heavy damage, 
state TV said. 

The aftershocks were felt in a 


wide region near the Caspian Sea, 
causing panic among the people. 

“It felt like this was the end of 
the world,” said Naimeh Alapour, 
35, of Tabriz. 

Iran is located on seismic fault 
lines and is prone to earthquakes. It 
experiences at least one earthquake 
every day on average, though most 
are so small they go unnoticed. 

More than 1,100 rescuers 
worked through the night to pull 
out those trapped under rubble. 
Officials said the search was ended 
relatively quickly because the 
remote area is sparsely populated.

The head of Syria’s main oppo-

Online service allows 
riders to crowdsource 
D.C. path information 

Washington 

Bicycle riders have a new way to 
plan trips around the Washington 
region. And this tool lets them draw 
on their experience and wisdom to 
guide other cyclists. 

BikePlanner.org is a website 
that does what the name suggests. 
Riders can select routes and tweak 
them based on their preferences for 
speed, flatness or safety. 

There is a limit to what a map 
can provide. Only someone who 
travels through an area knows 
about a particularly steep hill or 
an endlessly congested spot. That’s 
where the hive mind comes in. 

BikePlanner relies on Open- 
StreetMap, an open-source ser- 
vice that is basically a map ver- 
sion of Wikipedia. Maps can be 
edited, and users will be able to 
draw on the collective experience 
of Washington bicycle riders to 
plan routes. 

“This tool is really a way to 
tap into the knowledge and expe- 
rience of local area cyclists,” said 
Chris Eatough, program manag- 
er for Bike Arlington. 

BikePlanner was created by 
OpenPlans, a nonprofit group 
based in New York that wants to 
use technology to improve trans- 
portation. The organization also 
worked on CiBi.me, a trip planner 
for New York City’s (delayed) bike- 
sharing program, and a trip plan- 
ner for the TriMet transit system 
in the Portland, Ore., area. 

The bike-trip planners for New 
York and Washington were built as 
demonstrations, said Kevin Webb, 


the Washington-based co-director 
of transportation at OpenPlans. 
Much of the technical work was 
already done for the Portland proj- 
ect, so it wasn’t a huge leap to cre- 
ate the new sites.

The New York planner went up 
in the spring, and Webb said he met 
with Bike Arlington officials this 
summer to discuss bringing it to 
the Washington area. 

“No one knows the ins and outs 
and nuances of biking our area 


more than the people who bike it 
all the time,” Eatough said. “Peo- 
ple have the areas they really know 
about and are experts on. People 
who bike to and from work have 
refined that trip. ... They know it 
better than anyone else.” 

The website could help dif- 
ferent types of riders in different 
ways, said Shane Farthing, exec- 
utive director of the Washington 
Area Bicyclist Association. Experi- 
enced cyclists might want the fast- 
est routes; occasional riders and 
newcomers might feel more com- 
fortable knowing that they were 
taking a flatter or safer path. 

“What people want is, ‘How do 
I avoid that hill?’ ‘How do I find an 
area where I don’t deal with too 
much fast traffic?’ ” Farthing said. 
“Getting information out there 
that is reliable and vetted is huge.”

Wal-Mart Set for Georgia Avenue 


Big-box retailer plans 
to begin construction 
of store in September 


Washington 

Wal-Mart plans to begin building 
a store on Georgia Avenue NW 
next month, and with construc- 
tion already under way on its store 
off North Capitol Street, the retail- 
er could open its first two District 
stores by the end of next year. 

Since announcing in late 2010 
that it planned to open four stores 
in the District, the chain has had to 
temper its expectations. The origi- 
nal time line of opening four by the 
end of 2012 quickly proved unreal- 
istic, and Wal-Mart acknowledged 
delays in the spring. 

Although the retailer has faced 
some opposition from community 
leaders and residents upset about its 
management practices, Wal-Mart 
spokesman Steven Restivo attrib- 
uted the delays to the complexity 
of the mixed-use projects where its 
stores will locate. Unlike the chain’s 
sites in many rural areas, all but the 
Georgia Avenue project in D.C. are 
part of mixed-use developments.

Backstory ••• 

The four Wal-Mart stores were initially 
planned for D.C. neighborhoods where retail 
options are relatively scarce: on the site of a 
former car dealership on Georgia Avenue NW, 
at left, that was also campaign headquar- 
ters for then-mayor Adrian Fenty; at New York 
Avenue and Bladensburg Road NE; as part of a new mixed-use development 
on New Jersey Avenue NW; and at East Capitol and 58th streets SE. Although 
Wal-Mart already operates stores in Northern Virginia and suburban Maryland, 
it has never had a store in the District, (the Washington post) 



and none are owned by Wal-Mart. 

The store already under way, at 
77 H Street NW, is a part of a devel- 
opment by JBG Rosenfeld that will 
feature 303 apartments above a 
76,000-square-foot urban format 
Wal-Mart alongside other smaller 
stores. Work should be complete 
by the end of 2013 or early 2014, 
Restivo said. 

Other projects are moving more 
slowly. A store pegged for East Cap- 
itol Street and being built in con- 
junction with the D.C. Housing 
Authority will need zoning changes 
via the city’s Planned Unit Develop- 
ment process, which allows devel- 
opers to seek greater density. Res- 
tivo said Wal-Mart expects that 
process to begin in the fall. 

Restivo said the chain remained 
committed to its D.C. sites and was 
using the additional time created 
by delays to hold more meetings 
with residents. 

“The bottom line is that we’re 
striking a balance between an 
unprecedented level of communi- 
ty engagement and an efficient and 
realistic construction schedule,” he 
wrote in an email. “We look forward 
to serving D.C. customers soon.”

Lawsuit Over 
HIV Diagnosis

Washington 

A District of Columbia health clin- 
ic specializing in HIV and AIDS 
has settled a lawsuit that accused a 
staff member of mistakenly telling 
a patient he was HIV-positive. 

Terms of Terry Hedgepeth’s 
settlement with the Whitman- 
Walker Clinic weren’t disclosed. 
Hedgepeth brought a $20 million 
lawsuit in 2005, five years after a 
clinic worker mistakenly wrote 
in his files that he had tested pos- 
itive for HIV. 

The test was negative, but 
Hedgepeth didn’t know that until 
he decided to seek alternative treat- 
ment in 2005. His lawyer says the 
misdiagnosis caused post-traumat- 
ic stress.

Protection for Homeowners Sought 


Washington 

The government’s consumer lend- 
ing watchdog proposed new rules 
Friday aimed at protecting home- 
owners from unexpected costs and 
shoddy service by companies that 
collect their monthly mortgage 
payments. 

Mortgage servicing companies 
would be required to provide clear 
monthly billing statements, warn 
borrowers before interest-rate hikes 
and actively help them avoid fore- 


closure under the proposal by the 
Consumer Financial Protection 
Bureau. The rules also require com- 
panies to credit people’s payments 
promptly, swiftly correct errors 
and keep better records. 

“The major failures in this ^ 
industry demonstrate that all 
servicers need to meet basic stan- 
dards of good customer service,” 
CFPB Director Richard Cordray 
said. He said the proposal reflects 
“common-sense standards: no sur- 
prises and no runarounds.” (ap)

How to tell whether 
reverse mortgages

Reverse mortgages represent an 
alluring proposition for seniors: 
Stay in your own home while the 
bank pays you either a lump sum or 
a stream of payments to help sup- 
plement your retirement income. 
For some, that arrangement can 
help bring peace of mind. Oth- 
ers will scoff at the hefty fees and 
restrictions involved. Here are five 
tips when considering whether to 
get a reverse mortgage. 

Put It Off 

Even though homeowners can qual- 
ify for a reverse mortgage as early 
as age 62, experts suggest putting 
it off as long as possible. The lon- 
ger you wait, the more you can 
borrow against your equity. You 
also stand to save more money on 
interest if you put off the timing of 
the loan or when you start receiv- 
ing payments. 


Understand Types 

Reverse mortgages generally fall 
into three categories: Home Equity 
Conversion Mortgages, or HECMs, 
which are backed by the federal gov- 
ernment; proprietary reverse mort- 
gages, which are essentially private 
loans; and, single-purpose reverse 
mortgages, which come with restric- 
tions as to what you can spend the 
money on. By far, the more common- 
ly available are the HECMs. 

Study Fees and Rates 

Reverse mortgages involve a slew of 
fees, such costs for closing and ser- 
vicing the loan, origination fees, a 
premium for mortgage insurance (in 
the case of federally backed loans), 
and, of course, the interest rate. For 
HECMs, origination fees can range 


from 2.1 percent to 8.3 percent of 
the loan amount, depending on the 
home’s loan-to-value ratio. Mortgage 
insurance premiums on HECMs are 
charged monthly and based on 
an annual rate of 1.25 percent 
of the loan balance. 

Avoid Lump Sum 
Payout 

Generally, reverse mortgages that 
come with a fixed interest rate 
require the borrower to take the

ment, according

tection Bureau. 
That option makes 
sense for those 
who want to get 
as much of their 
money as they can at once. But it 
puts them in a position where they 
have to manage that money, while 
continuing to pay taxes, insurance 
and other costs. And if they should 
run out of money, they could fore- 
close. 

Explore Alternatives 

Homeowners should investigate 
whether there are any alternatives 
available before borrowing against 
the equity in their home, particularly 
if they’re weighing drawing funds 
soon after they meet the minimum 
age requirement. The advantage of 
selling a home is you can draw all 
the equity you have built up. In a 
reverse mortgage, you only get a 
portion of that, because you have to 
cover the fees and interest costs. Of 
course, if you sell your home, you 
have to find and pay for a new place

Types of reverse mortgages vary, but generally, it allows homeowners 
age 62 or older to borrow against their home’s equity. The homeowner retains 
the title and must pay insurance and property taxes while living there. The 
loan and fees are due once all parties on the deed die, or the home is vacated 
for 12 straight months. The home is usually sold, and the proceeds from the

Republicans rallied 
behind his debt and deficit prescrip- 
tion to curtail federal spending. His 
debt-reduction proposal calls for cuts 
in personal and corporate tax rates, but 
also would pare back deductions and 
preferences that litter the tax code. 

Ryan wants to fashion Medicare 
into a plan more like a 401(k), steering 
future retirees into private insurance 
plans, with a fixed payment from the 
government that may or may not offer 
as much coverage as the current pro- 
gram. It’s a marked shift in the social 
compact and not the only one he pro-

poses: He also wants to shift Medic- 
aid to the states. 

At times, his votes in Congress have 
gone against the grain. When Republi- 
cans attempted to repeal federal wage 
protection laws for unions, Ryan sided 
with Democrats in opposition. Even 
so, Ryan campaigned for Wisconsin 
Gov. Scott Walker, who fended off a 
recall attempt spurred by state law 
changes cast as anti-union. 

Ryan, whose district lost a Gener- 
al Motors assembly plant a couple of 
years ago, supported the auto industry 
bailout. Romney famously penned an 
opinion piece in 2008 with the head- 
line, “Let Detroit Go Bankrupt.” 

But there’s no question that his 
budget and Medicare plan present the 
fattest target for Democrats. Romney 
campaign adviser Ed Gillespie empha- 
sized Sunday that as president, Rom- 
ney “would be putting forward his 
own budget,” making clear the pres- 
idential hopeful is not wedded to his 
running mate’s proposals. 

Ryan has won seven congressio- 
nal elections, most handily. But he 
has never run statewide, meaning 
the campaign to snatch the Wiscon- 
sin electoral votes that went to Pres- 
ident Obama last time will be a test 
of his appeal beyond his back yard.

Yes, they were Olympic super- 
heroes again, but they had to fight 
until the finish. 

“To do it twice is a special 
moment,” Carmelo Anthony said. 
“As the U.S. men’s team, we go 
through a lot. For us to persevere 
the way we did is just a special 
moment for myself, and for the 
guys who are on this team.” 

For Kobe Bryant, it was his last 
Olympic moment. 

“This is it for me,” said Bry- 
ant, who scored 17 points and 
now has a second gold medal to go 
with his five NBA championships.

Any time that you’re managing a group of 
people that has come together to solve some 
of the most difficult and challenging prob- 
lems the country faces, you’re talking about 
the best of the best in their field. When you 
get a group like that, they can be a chal- 
lenge to manage because they are so tech- 
nical and capable. Having them understand

the common goal — it’s almost an art form, 
like herding cats. 

What is the key? 

You have to put yourself in people’s shoes 
and ask people to put themselves in others’ 
shoes.

When people tend to move up in an organi- 
zation or in a particular field, a lot of times 
they forget that if you want to paint a clear 
vision for people, you have to understand 
from all aspects how other people see your 
vision. It’s very hard to get individuals to 
focus on a common goal if you can’t under- 
stand where they’re coming from. 

How do you secure that understanding? 

I do an awful lot of listening. I manage 
through talking and listening directly. I’m 
always interested in what they’re doing.

Crunchers 

Public policy graduate students 
are beefing up their math skills 

Marcelo Paiva doesn’t want to just write 
public policy. He wants to understand the 
research and analysis that helps policymakers 
decide to address a particular problem or fund a 
certain program. So while getting his master’s in 
public policy at American University (American 
.edu), Paiva loaded up on quantitative analysis 
courses, including classes in micro and macro 
economics, statistics and finance. Now, he has 
the tools to measure the effectiveness of a policy 
and help determine if a program’s cost is worth 
its results. 


“Everyone really wants to know 
that their money is being invested 
wisely ” says Paiva, 24, who recently 
completed his degree and is doing 
consulting work for a research firm 
focused on environmental policy. 


A great idea is one thing. But do 
the numbers show that it’s needed 
or that it will be worth the cost? 
And how have similar approaches 
fared in the past? Those are the 
kinds of questions that drive the 


public-policy decision-making 
process these days. 

Governments, nonprofits and 
other organizations increasingly 
want data and statistics to back 
up their decisions. 

“It’s coming from the top; 
Congress wants to see it, the 
president wants to see it,” says 
Sheena McConnell, an associate 
director and senior fellow in the 
D.C. office of Mathematica Policy 
Research (Mathematica-mpr 
.com), which studies and analyzes 
the effectiveness of policies and 
programs. 

“It’s not just let’s continue 
funding this program or doing 
this policy,” McConnell says. “They 
want to know that it works.” 

To that end, many employers in 
the public policy field are looking 
to hire people who can analyze 
complex sets of data and use the 
results to craft effective policies 
in such areas as education, crime 
prevention and international 
development. 

Taking quantitative courses 
has long been a requirement in 
most master’s in public policy 
(MPP) programs. But these days, 
many students choose to go well 
beyond the core requirements for

quant classes. Even the schools 
themselves are pushing students to 
gain more of those skills, citing the 
growing need for them in today’s 
job market. 

“I think we need more 
quantitative skills in MPP programs; 
we could be pushed harder to be 
better at quantitative reasoning,” 
Paiva says. 

The trend is being driven, in 
part, by the move for accountability 
and transparency in the public 
and private sectors, says Sandra 
O. Archibald, president of the 
Association for Public Policy 
Analysis & Management (Appam 
.org). 

“Students are in so much 
demand if they have that skill set,” 


says Archibald, who is also dean of 
the Evans School of Public Affairs 
at the University of Washington 
in Seattle. 

Mathematica’s McConnell says 
candidates with master’s degrees 
in public policy need to have strong 
quantitative skills when applying 
for positions at her company. 

“When they join us, they don’t 
need to be able to do a complex 
statistical analysis,” McConnell 
says. “But they need to be able to 
understand one when presented 
it.” 

And since a statistical model is 
only as good as the data it’s based 
on, public policy grads must be able 
to evaluate the quality of the data 
itself Separating “good” data from 
“bad” is a vital skill for any public 
policy student whether they’re 
doing their own research or using

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someone else’s findings. They must 
assess how the data was produced 
and if there could be any potential 
problems with the research methods 
used or other factors. 

Taking quantitative classes 
“makes them better consumers of 
the information they come across ” 
says Carolyn J. Hill, associate dean 
for academic affairs at Georgetown 
University’s Public Policy Institute 
(Gppi.georgetown.edu). 

But experts point out that strong 
quantitative skills don’t mean 
anything if students can’t put data 
into some kind of context, which is 
where qualitative analysis comes 
into play. An understanding of 
human behavior and how people 
make decisions is important when 
crafting effective policy. 

“Numerical analysis only 
goes so far,” says Todd Olmstead,

He also used his stat skills to 
create impact evaluations of 
a Jamaican program to teach 
farmers improved techniques.

assistant professor of public policy 
at George Mason University (Gmu 
.edu). “You can figure out how many 
lives guardrails save, but that isn’t 
going to tell you whether or not you 
should spend money on [them].” 

Many public policy students 
choose areas of expertise. Some of 
those, such as health care, might 
rely heavily on data. But other areas 
depend on qualitative skills just as 
much as quantitative acumen. 

Ernest Wong, who earned a 
master’s in public policy from 
George Mason University in May 
with a focus on national security, 
has found this to be the case. In 
his experience, the numbers alone 
can’t tell you how best to protect the 
country, and it takes more than a 
computer program to understand 
the reasons behind any threats. 

“Even if you’re lucky enough 


to have good data and find robust 
correlations, determining whether 
they qualify as causation requires 
human judgment,” says Wong, 
26, who recently completed 
an internship with the federal 
government. 

But other students, including 
Paiva, believe that their dexterity 
with data is what will get them 
jobs and help them create new 
policy that’s both efficient and 
effective. 

“The signals I’ve been getting 
from the job market are that 
it’s important to have that extra 
edge,” Paiva says. “People won’t 
hire you because you know their 
organizational culture; they really 
want to know where their dollar 
is going and if it’s having the

How has the Internet changed people’s 
desire for information? 

It has just made it explode. You see 
people going online and looking up 
information who would have never 
stepped foot in a physical library 
in years past but 
who think nothing 
of sitting in front 
of their computer 
and Googling and 
reading newspapers 
and consuming blogs 
and Twitter feeds and 
all these different 
pipelines for information. So the 
Internet has drastically changed it. 

Are there certain careers or fields for 
which people need stronger research 
skills?

The process of research is the same, 
whether you’re finding who the gui- 
tar player for some long-lost band was 
or looking for scientific research on an 
obscure piece of biology for the Nation- 
al Library of Medicine.

Can research skills help job-seekers? 

With good research skills, you can 
find companies in the field you want 
to work in and you’ll be able to network 
by knowing the names of people or 
experts in the area. It gives you a 
way to connect with people who have 
similar interests who can help you do 
your job search. 


What resource is most 
often overlooked? 

The telephone, frankly. 
Sometimes getting on the 
phone and talking to people 
is the better way to get an 
answer. 


You say start your research by asking a 
good question. How do you do that? 

There are really two types of questions: 
an open-ended question and a factual 
question. If you move away from 
questions that really call for an opinion 
rather than a factual answer, you’re 
well on the way to formulating those 
questions that can be answered. 

Is it best to start your research online? 

I think it would be hard to dissuade 
people from beginning their research 
without looking at Google or Wikipedia. 
Those are good places to start and 
terrible places to end research. They 
can give you a quick overview, but they 
don’t have the substantive information 
you might find in a book. 

How can you tell if information is legit? 

Any information point is erroneous 
until proven otherwise. You want to 
make sure, if you’re dealing with a 
fact that’s coming from a source, it’s 
verifiable. If it’s an opinion, [make sure] 
you’re dealing with an opinion that’s 
coming from somebody that’s qualified 
to opine on the subject. 

What’s a common research mistake? 

Most people don’t use the power of 
Google as they ought to. Google has 
a lot of tools, like the ability to get rid 
of ambiguous words. If you’re looking 
for legal briefs online, if you search 
the word “briefs,” you’re going to get 
ads for men’s underwear. The secret 
is just putting a minus sign before the 
word you want to exclude from your 
results [like the word “underwear,” 
in this case].

Runnette, who took over the show in 
2010, says part of her work is driven by 
a straightforward motivation to drive 
audiences with fresh material: “What can 
I still do that’s new ... after 25 years?”

decade ago. So Runnette has sought to have 
viewers “see a shark differently,” whether 
that’s through advanced technology or an 
alternate story line. 

In this year’s version of “Air Jaws,” for 
example, filmmakers built an underwater 
housing so they could take 1,000 frames of 
footage a second below the waves. 

“You’re suddenly so conscious of an 
individual who is looking back at you; 
that is so much more powerful than 
you,” Runnette says. “When he looks at 
you and doesn’t bite you, that’s, in a way, 
more exciting.” 

And for activists — including a group of 
shark-bite survivors working with the Pew 
Environment Group — the series provides 
an opportunity to reach the more than 
30 million viewers who watch each year. 

“This is the ultimate melding of shark 
attacks becoming shark conservation,” 
says Debbie Salamone, a Pew Environment 
Group communications officer who had 
her Achilles’ tendon severed by a shark 
in 2004. “I think it’s really helping us.”

Book Review 

“Gentlemen, it’s a wonderful art 
we’re doing business in.” That line, 
a pungent summation of the movie 
industry, is from “The Barefoot Con- 
tessa” and was penned by writer- 
director Joseph L. Mankiewicz, the 
most renowned member of a behind- 
the-scenes Holl 3 wood dynasty that 
continues to thrive. 

The Mankiewiczes often provid- 
ed stars with the kind of dialogue 
that makes legends. It was Joe who 
had Bette Davis telling partygoers 
to “fasten your seat belts” in “All 
About Eve,” and it was Joe’s brother 
Herman, along with Orson Welles, 
who gave us “Rosebud” in “Citi- 
zen Kane.” Tom Qoe’s son) was one 
of the fellows who put those clev- 
er quips into the mouth of James 
Bond. And Tom (1942-2010) also 
wrote the recently released “My 
Life As a Mankiewicz,” a memoir 
of his years in Holljrwood. 

The Mankiewicz family is not 
inclined to “outward affection,” but 


Joe comes across as a good, if emo- 
tionally distant, father. The trauma 
of Tom’s life was having to cope with 
his schizophrenic mother, actress 
Rosa Stradner, loving and wonder- 
ful one minute, terrorizing and des- 
perate the next. Tom says that her 
illness and sui- 
cide (when he was 
16) led to his life- 
long attraction to 
similarly fascinat- 
ing but troubled 
women. He never 
married, never 
had children and 
always feared abandonment. 

Mankiewicz speaks candidly 
about the professional perks and 
burdens of being Holl 3 rwood royal- 
ty, acknowledging that the advan- 
tages do outweigh the drawbacks. 
He was a childhood witness to his 
father’s emergence as a top writ- 
er-director and the winner of four 



Oscars. The most memorable of the 
author’s interactions with Joe’s films 
comes when Tom visits the seemingly 
never-ending spectacle of his father 
trying to direct “Cleopatra” (1963). 
On location in Rome, there’s col- 
lege-boy Tom having dinner with 
Elizabeth Taylor at her villa when 
Richard Burton suddenly arrives 
at the back door, followed by Eddie 
Fisher coming downstairs. Awk- 
ward but priceless, with Tom an 
uncomfortable front-row specta- 
tor at the scandal of the day. 

Other prime firsthand anec- 
dotes fill this entertaining book, 
including Humphrey Bogart giv- 
ing a pre-teen Tom his first alco- 
holic drink and Marlon Brando 
later saving him from a knife- 
wielding producer’s wife. 

Mankiewicz’s lasting 
achievements may be minor 
(the ’70s Bond pictures he wrote 
don’t exactly rate with the ones 
from the ’60s), but there’s a tin- 
gling immediacy and value in 
much of what he observed. 

The book ends with “All the 
audience knows is what they see,” 
but thanks to Mankiewicz’s post- 
humously published words, we get 
to know a littie more than we did.
